Yesterday the annual general meeting of tho 
dhareholders of the Midland Great Western 
Railway Company of Ireland was held at the 
Broadstone Terminus for the purpose of re 
ceiving the directors’ report and statement 
of accounts for the year ending December lst, 
1916. 

Major H. C. Cusack, Chairman of the com- 
pany, presided, and the directors present were—

THE CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 


The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 


been published, said jhe year that had passed 
had been one of great difficulty and anxiety, 
many problems having arisen which gave the 
directors and officials much cause for concern. 
Apart from the disturbances which arose in 
Dublin and throughout other parts of Ireland 
in April and May, a serious stoppage of work 
in connection with the local coal trade occurred 
early in the summer, and lasted for about 
three monthe, during which period hardly any 
coal for country use passed through the port 
of Dublin, with a corresponding loss of revenue 
to the company. The increased cost of living 
led to demands that the company’s etnployés 
should be placed in as good a position rela- 
tively, as regards wages, as their brethren in 
England and Scotland, whilet the enormously 
increased cost of all materials required for the 
railway added to the already heavy burden. 
In view of all the adverse circumstances, the 
shareholders might fairly congratulate them- 
selves that the results of the year’s working 
had turned out as satisfactorily as the accounts 
showed them to be. 
INCREASED TRAFFIC. 

The traffie all over the system, in respect 
both of passengers and goods, had been pro- 
gressive, and had resulted in an increase in the 
coaching receipts of £4,450, and in receipte 
from goods and live stock of £15,2i0—this 
latter figure would have been still more satis 
factory were it not for a falling off of some 
£2,500 under the heading of coal traffic, due 
partly to the higher coat of this fuel. In live 
stock the numbers carried showed the follow- 
ing increases—namely, horses, 1,360; cattle, 
14,518; calves, 6,315; sheep, 33,921; pigs, 19,948 
—or 76,062 head in all, representing just 9 
per cent. (Hear, hear.) These figures. ind 
cated that the live stock trade had been, and 
was atill, booming. Notwithstanding the 
enormously higher cost of provisions, which 
amounted to upwards of 60 per cent., the 
catering at the company’s hotels actually cost 
less in 1916 than during the previous year, the 
respective figures being £2,610 and £2,715. The 
adverse effect on the revenue of the company 
of the disturbances which broke out in Dublin 
and eleéwhere on 24th April last rapidly 
converted an aggregate traffic increase of over 
£4000 into a deficit of £14,000, thus leaving 
the company a loser by nearly £20,000. The 
material damage to the railway did not amount 
to more than a few hundred pounds, and their 
claim for this, when forwarded to the Com- 
mittee presided over by Sir William Goulding, 
was at once admitted, and paid practically in 
full. The dislocation of trafic during the time 
of unrest, however, all over the country, and 
especially the restrictions imposed by the mil: 
tary authorities on all services to and from 
Dublin, was a far more serious matter. An 
application for the reimbursement of the cor- 
any's losses had been made, but, as the sub- 
ject wae pending adjudication, he would say 
no more than that, whatever the ultimate result 
may be. the directors had taken, and would 
continue to take, all practicable steps to protect 
the interests of the shareholders. (Hear, 
hear.) 

COST OF WORKING.

ANNUAL MEETING, 

The annual general meeting of the share- 
holders of the Grand Canal Company wae held 
yesterday at the offices, James's street Harbour, 
Dublin. The Right Hon. L, A. Waidron, Chair- 
man, presided.

The rebela were in possession of what 
were formerly Messrs: William Jameson's pre- 
mises, now owned by the Dublin Distillers Com- 
pany, and the King’s troops were in Messrs, 
Guinness’s large store; so that over the premises 
in which they were now sitting and the yard and 
harbour in front of them bullets were flying for 
some days, That was not an atmosphere in 
which the carrying trade could be pursued, and 
for fourteen days treffic was totally interrupted. 
They had claimed in feenect of this from the 
(Jovernment a stim of £2,148. but they were told 
that for this deseription of damage it was in- 
tended to make no compensation, The reason 
or equity of thie deeision was not apparent, and 
they had preseed, and would press as far as they 
had the power, for the indemnification which 
they considered was nm dne to them by the 
Government.

THE SUPREME EFFORT. 

It is probable, says Zhe T'imea Military Cor- 
respondent, that all tho German divisions which 
promise to take the field before long cannot be 
muintained for many months by drafts, and 
that the German effort will consequently be 
short-lived, and will represent the maximum en- 
deavour of our principal enemy. It may be 
directed against us in the West, sa the last and 
the greatest effort to snateh victory from fate, 
and, if it be true that the imtermal conditions ot 
German posisively prog a long continuance 
of hostilities, it obviously will not matter much 
whether drafts are available for a long period 
ahead or pot. Anything kept back may res 
garded as so much strength wasted, and we 
mus’ anticipate the strategy and the tactics on 
sea and land suited to a position whith tends to 
become desperate. In this tion we must 
never forget the theory of the General Staff, 
officially expounded by von Schellendorff, 
namely, that “in certain circumstances the ad- 
vaniage of gaining the command in some por- 
tion of the sea, at least for a time, and thereby 
making possible the transport of by sea, 
may justify the loss of our own Fleet.” (“ The 
Duties of the General Staff,” 4th Edition, p. 551.) 
We must expect @ Napoleonic use of the German 
Navy now that Hindenburg has charge of its 
fortunes, and, im Spite of all temptations and ali 
vibes, we máintain a strong home defence 
force, as we Gi in all the great crises of our 
histc= from thé Elizabethan period downwards.

An interesting question As fo the title of the 
Lord Primateeof All Ireland was discussed, yes 
terday before Mr. Justice Bargant in the Chan- 
very Division, London. It arose on an applica- 
tion by Lord Aldenham, the gole surviving 
trustees of the settlement constituting the trusts 
of the Marshal Beresford Fund, to determine 
who had now the power of appointing new 
trustees in place of the trustees who were dead. 

Mr. Romer, K.C., for Lord Aldenham, said 
the original trust provided that all new trustecs 
should be appointed by the Lord Primate of All 
ireland, but the deed of settlement having been 
executed in 1849, at the time when there was an 
Established Irish Church, or an Irish branch of 
the United Church of land and Ireland, and 
as since that time the Irish Church had been 
disestablished, the question arose whether the 
power of appointment was now vested in the 
surviving trustee by reason of the Trustee Act, 
or in the Archbishop of Armagh, who was al- 
ways known and rewognised as the Lord Primate 
of All Ireland or Lerd Archbishop of Armagh 
and Primate of All Ireland. The Archbishop 
was the reapondent to the present application. 
Lord Aldenham was not the least anxious to 
appoint new trustees, nor waa the Archbishop, 
but the question must be determined, because 
from time to time vacancies would occur, and 
this was the first time it had arisen.
